co-operative organizations get first call 
on any power produced. Common- 
wealth and 'Southern has offered to 
iuy all surplus power produced, and 
Ifcpes, in s recent report, that the gov- 


lirnment will not really build trans- 
mission lines and sell power itself, in- 
asmuch as Commonweath will distrib- 
ute over its present lines "at rates that 
will give full recognition to any sav- 
ings made by the government in the 
cos* of generation," The act specifi- 
cally permits building of such lines, 
howeber, and it appears likely that the 
government will do it. 


• But the really revolutionary side of 
the Muscle Shoals experiment is shown 
by the provision in the act for "sur- 
veys and general plans for said Tenn- 
essee basin and adjoining territory as 
may be useful to the Congress and the 
several states in guiding end controll- 
ing the extent, sequence and nature of 
development that may >e equitably 
and economocially advanced through 
the expenditure of public funds . . .

Bridges Finished 


Iron Span On Nashville- 


Murfreesboro Road Is 


Replaced 


NASHVILLE.-The two largest of 


the three bridges in the Little Mis- 
souri river section of Highway No, 27, 
between Nashville and Murfreesboro, 
have been completed and were open- 
ed for the use of traffic Tusday, ac- 
cording to the Nashville News. The 
third bridge will be completed and 
opened for traffic at an early date, the 
contractors report, 


The structures which have been 


completed are the river bridge, which 
replaces a steel span, and a huge re- 
lief structure west of the river. ' The 
one yet to be completed is east of 
the river, and is small. 


These structures are all of the high- 


est type, being built of concrete and 
steel and of the approved width for 
Class A roads. They are the same 
class structures which are on the bal- 
ance of the highway, and the comple- 
tion of these structures places the en- 
tire highway above high water markp, 
and completes all work on Highway 
27 from Kirby to Nashville except 
hard surfacing. 


The steel span replaced with a con- 


crete bridge on the main river cross- 
ing is to be relocated somewhere on 
the river along the sounthern boun- 
dary of Pike county, to whom the 
title of the bridge has reverted. 


At a three-county meeting of the 


judges of Pike, Hempstead and Ne- 
vada recently, Pike and^ Hempstead 
sought to locate the structure at what 
is known as Bowen's crossing, to cre- 
ate a new traffic route frorn Hope to 
Blevins to Delight—but Nevada held 
out for a location three miles farther 
east, which was unsatisfactory to the 
other two counties. 


It is proposed to reassemble the 


bridge with R. F. C. labor of the three 
counties, the State Highway Depart- 
ment moving it free of charge from its 
present location on highway No. 27 
to the new river crossing, wherever 
that may be.

sion. . . .Never shall the federal gov- 
ernment part with its sovereignty and 
control over its power resources While 
I am president of the United States." 


A Social Experiment 


Private utilities complain .that there 


is neither industry nor dense popula- 
tion in the Tennessee 'Valley ;to use 
the power after it is generated. The 
administration plan Seems to be to at- 
tract both there with the bait of cheap 
power. 
Dr. Arthur Morgan, who 


leaves soon.for .his $10,000 job as di- 
rector at the Shoals, aims at rio less 
than creation of a new balance be- 
tween rural and urban population, a 
sort of new kind of region in which 
country folk pan work in factories and 
still live in the country. Dr. Morgan 
has been quoted as saying that the ob- 
jective is no less .than ''to teaph the 
American people in rural communities 
how to live." 


Thus it may be seen that-Muscle 


Shoals is more important as a social 
experiment than as an addition to the 
power industry. Qther experiments 
now under way may make ,a .greater 
difference In power within the next 
few years.' 
'

. 


Power companies are continually, 


experimenting with processes ,to make 
cheaper power, seeking new inventions 
which may at any time bring 'far- 
reaching changes in the whole busi- 
ness. 


(raiiroveiaeiits Lopra 


Experiments, are under way by Gen- 


eral Electric and other companies with 
the va.QUunj'tube principle in trans- 
forming electrical current- for trans- 
mission without too great loss. Should 
distance thus be eliminated as a fac- 
tor, the .way would be open for mak- 
ing any water power electricity, ;np; 
matter how remote, available in al- 
most any city. It would also permit 
building of generating plants at,the 
coal mines, shipping the power rather 
than as at present, shipping the coal.. 
Transmission of .power by radio and 
without transmission lines is a dream 
no wilder than some already realized. 


The rivalry between steam and wat^ 


er plants continues. The best steam 
turbines today convert only/about. 30 
per cent of the energy released by the 
burning fuel into electrical energy. 
That leaves nearly a 70 per cent im- 
provement possible as processes be- 
come more efficient. 


America already has three mercury- 


vapor generators in operation; mer- 
cury is boiled in a closed system, its 
vapor turning a turbine, and then 
passing under water which the mer- 
cury vapor turns to steam as \t gives 
up its heat, the steam turning a sec- 
ond turbine. The two turbines are 
more efficient than one. Applications 
of the Diesel engine principle qre also 
being made in the field of power gen- 
eration. 


A New Era Dawns 


The Federal Power Commission ac- 


tually has before it a definite pro- 
posal to utilize the 60.fopt tides of 
Passamaquoddy Bay as a source of 
power, just as England, proposes to 
build a barrage to draw power from 
the tital waters of the Severn. The 
warm currents of the Qulf Stream, 
prevailing winds .across a 
Jersey 


meadow, the sun's rays falling on a 
row of sensitized copper disks, the in- 
scrutible core of the atom itself, all 
these are being studied as possible fu- 
ture sources of power. 


Future uses of electricity seem al- 


most unlimited. Ohly two per cent 
of the railroads are now electrififd. 
Truck gardeners are using electric 
wires for soil heating, thus beating 
Mother Nature out of several weeks' 
time in the spring. Central cooling 
and heating, as well as cooking, ap- 
pear to offer an unlimited field. New 
uses for eleqtrieity are being devised 
almost daily. The problem is to see 
that the maximum benefit goes to the 
maximum number pf people. 


The new. Electrical Era is dawning. 


As Senator Norris puts it, "Some day 
we are going to have electricity in 
every home just as we have water 
some day it is going to be on every 
farm; some day every stream that 
trickles down the mountainside is go- 
ing to perform service (or mankind 
... it is as sure as is the law of grav- 
itation."

sion. . . .Never shall the federal gov- 
ernment part with its sovereignty and 
control over its power resources While 
I am president of the United States." 


A Social Experiment 


Private utilities complain .that there 


is neither industry nor dense popula- 
tion in the Tennessee 'Valley ;to use 
the power after it is generated. The 
administration plan Seems to be to at- 
tract both there with the bait of cheap 
power. 
Dr. Arthur Morgan, who 


leaves soon.for .his $10,000 job as di- 
rector at the Shoals, aims at rio less 
than creation of a new balance be- 
tween rural and urban population, a 
sort of new kind of region in which 
country folk pan work in factories and 
still live in the country. Dr. Morgan 
has been quoted as saying that the ob- 
jective is no less .than ''to teaph the 
American people in rural communities 
how to live." 


Thus it may be seen that-Muscle 


Shoals is more important as a social 
experiment than as an addition to the 
power industry. Qther experiments 
now under way may make ,a .greater 
difference In power within the next 
few years.'

Power companies are continually, 


experimenting with processes ,to make 
cheaper power, seeking new inventions 
which may at any time bring 'far- 
reaching changes in the whole busi- 
ness.

Experiments, are under way by Gen- 


eral Electric and other companies with 
the va.QUunj'tube principle in trans- 
forming electrical current- for trans- 
mission without too great loss. Should 
distance thus be eliminated as a fac- 
tor, the .way would be open for mak- 
ing any water power electricity, ;np; 
matter how remote, available in al- 
most any city. It would also permit 
building of generating plants at,the 
coal mines, shipping the power rather 
than as at present, shipping the coal.. 
Transmission of .power by radio and 
without transmission lines is a dream 
no wilder than some already realized. 


The rivalry between steam and wat^ 


er plants continues. The best steam 
turbines today convert only/about. 30 
per cent of the energy released by the 
burning fuel into electrical energy. 
That leaves nearly a 70 per cent im- 
provement possible as processes be- 
come more efficient. 


America already has three mercury- 


vapor generators in operation; mer- 
cury is boiled in a closed system, its 
vapor turning a turbine, and then 
passing under water which the mer- 
cury vapor turns to steam as \t gives 
up its heat, the steam turning a sec- 
ond turbine. The two turbines are 
more efficient than one. Applications 
of the Diesel engine principle qre also 
being made in the field of power gen- 
eration. 


A New Era Dawns 


The Federal Power Commission ac- 


tually has before it a definite pro- 
posal to utilize the 60.fopt tides of 
Passamaquoddy Bay as a source of 
power, just as England, proposes to 
build a barrage to draw power from 
the tital waters of the Severn. The 
warm currents of the Qulf Stream, 
prevailing winds .across a 
Jersey 


meadow, the sun's rays falling on a 
row of sensitized copper disks, the in- 
scrutible core of the atom itself, all 
these are being studied as possible fu- 
ture sources of power. 


Future uses of electricity seem al- 


most unlimited. Ohly two per cent 
of the railroads are now electrififd. 
Truck gardeners are using electric 
wires for soil heating, thus beating 
Mother Nature out of several weeks' 
time in the spring. Central cooling 
and heating, as well as cooking, ap- 
pear to offer an unlimited field. New 
uses for eleqtrieity are being devised 
almost daily. The problem is to see 
that the maximum benefit goes to the 
maximum number pf people. 


The new. Electrical Era is dawning. 


As Senator Norris puts it, "Some day 
we are going to have electricity in 
every home just as we have water 
some day it is going to be on every 
farm; some day every stream that 
trickles down the mountainside is go- 
ing to perform service (or mankind 
... it is as sure as is the law of grav- 
itation."

"The codes of 
fair 
competition, 


which, in effect, are the By-Laws and 
Trading Rules of the classified indus- 
tries, become as part of the laws of 
the land. The several district courts 
of the United States are invested with 
jurisdiction to prevent and restrain 
violations of any code of fair competi- 
tion. 


"There are some industries which 


are already well organized, such as 
the forest products industry and the 
cotton marketing industry. Each of 
these have a national organization 
which, in the lumber industry,, is 
known as the National Lumber Man- 
ufacturers Association. In cotton, the 
organization is known as the Amer- 
ican Cotton Shippers 
Association. 


Under these heads come the classified 
divisions which, in the cotton market- 
ing industry are known by state or 
territorial titles, such as the Arkan- 
sas Cotton Trade Association, the At- 
lantic Cotton Association, the Cali- 
fornia-Arizona Cotton Association, the 
Oklahma State Cotton Exchange, the 
Southern Cotton Shippers Associa- 
tion, and the Texas Cotton Associa- 
tion. There are other well organized 
industries, ,but cotton and lumber are 
named as among those which are well 
established, 


Membership Advised 


'No one is compelled to join a trade 


association, but since policing of con- 
duct will be by the trade association 
vested with Federal power, it appears 
that the expedient thing for the indi- 
vidual to do is to join himself quickly j 
with such association as with which 
his business is allied, 


"While, under the Act, power is 


given to organized industry never be- 
fore claimed, this power cannot be 
used to suppress or discourage the 
weak or small member of such indus-
